aquifer: an underground bed 
or layer yielding ground water 
for wells and springs 



pool, tidal pool: a pool of 
water remaining after a tide has 
retreated 



estuary: the wide part of a 
river where it nears the sea; 
fresh and salt water mix 



recycled water: waste water 
that has been cleaned up 



glacier: a slowly moving mass 
of ice 



upland: elevated or mountain¬ 
ous land 



iceberg: a large mass of ice 
floating at sea; usually 
broken off of a polar glacier 



vapor: a visible suspension in 
the air of water particles 



headwaters: the source of a 
river 



wetland: a low area where the 
land is saturated with water 



mist: a thin fog with 
condensation near the ground 



xerophyte: a plant that can 
grow in very dry conditions and 
is able to withstand periods of 
drought. 
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
